An Act to provide for the establishment and incorporation of the New Delhi 

InternationalArbitration Centre for the purpose of creating an independent 
and autonomous regime for institutionalised arbitration and for acquisition 
and transfer of the undertakings of the International Centre for Alternative 
Dispute Resolution and to vest such undertakings in the New Delhi 
International Arbitration Centre for the bettermanagementof arbitration so 
as to make it a hub for institutional arbitration and to declare theNew Delhi 
International Arbitration Centre to be an institution of national importance 
and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 

WHEREAS dispute resolution process has a huge impact on the Indian economy and 
global perception on doing business in our country and it has becomenecessary to inspire 
confidence and credibility among the litigants of commercial disputes; 

AND WHEREAS rapidly changing economic activity demands expeditious settlement of 
disputes and creation and establishment of institutional arbitration ; 

AND WHEREAS the International Centre for Alternative Dispute Resolution was set up 
in the year 1995 , under the aegis of the CentralGovernmentand registered under the Societies 
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21 of 1860 . 


Registration Act, 1860, with the objective of promoting alternative dispute resolution 
mechanism and providing facilities for the same; 

AND WHEREAS the International Centre for Alternative Dispute Resolution hasreceived 
land and substantial funding by way of grants and other benefits from the CentralGovernment 
for constructing infrastructure and making other facilities;

(d ) all monies received by the Centre in the form of donations, grants , 
contributions and income from other sources; and 

(e ) the amountreceived from the investment income. 
(2 ) All monies credited to the Fund shall be deposited in such banks or invested in 
such manner as may be decided by the Centre . 
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(3 ) The Fund shall be applied towards meeting the salaries and other allowances of 
Members and the expenses of the Centre including expenses incurred in the exercise of its 
powers and discharge of its duties under this Act. 

26. (1) The Centre shall maintain proper accounts and other relevant records and Accounts and 
prepare an annual statement of accounts, including the balance sheet, in such form and audit. 
manner as may be prescribed in consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor-General of 
India . 


(2 ) The accounts of the Centre shall be audited by the Comptroller and Auditor 
Generalof India and any expenditure incurred by him in connection with such audit shall be 
payable by the Centre to the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India . 

(3) The Comptroller and Auditor-GeneralofIndia and any person appointed by him in 
connection with the audit ofthe accounts of the Centre shall have the same rights , privileges 
and authority in connection with such audit as the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India 
has in connection with the audit of the Government accounts, and , in particular, shall have 
the right to demand the production of books, accounts, connected vouchers and other 
documents and papers and to inspect the offices ofthe Centre . 

(4 ) The accounts of the Centre as certified by the Comptroller and Auditor-General of 
India or any other person appointed by him in this behalf together with the audit report 
thereon shall be forwarded annually to the CentralGovernment and the Central Government 
shall cause the same to be laid before each House of Parliament. 

27. The assets and liabilities in relation to any undertaking under this Act shall be 
caused to be assessed by any agency authorised by the Comptroller and Auditor-General of 
India in such manner as may be specified by him and any payment on a claim to be made in 
relation thereto shall be settled by him between the Society and the Central Government and 
shall be paid by the Society or the Central Government, as the case may be, in themanner as 
may be specified by the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India.

(a ) the time and place and the rules of procedure to be observed in regard to the 
transaction ofbusiness of the Committee at themeetings including the quorum under 
sub -section ( 3) of section 19 ;

(e ) the criteria for admission to the panel of reputed arbitrators under 
sub - section (3 ) of section 28 ; and 

(f) any othermatter in respect of which provision , in the opinion of the Centre,is 
necessary for the performance of its functions under this Act. 

32.Every rule and regulation made under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be after 
it is made, before each House of Parliament,while it is in session , for a total period of thirty 
days which may be comprised in one session or in two ormore successive sessions, and if , 
before the expiry of the session immediately following the session orthe successive sessions 
aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modification in the rule or regulation or both

An Act further to amend the Protection of Human Rights Act, 1993 . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventieth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 
1. (1) This Actmay be called the Protection of Human Rights (Amendment)Act,2019. Short title and

An Act to protect the rights ofmarried Muslim women and to prohibit divorce by 
pronouncing talaq by their husbands and to provide formatters connected 

therewith or incidental thereto . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventieth Year of theRepublic of India as follows: 

CHAPTERI 

PRELIMINARY 
1. (1) This Act may be called the Muslim Women (Protection of Rights on Marriage ) Short title, 
Act, 2019. 

(2) It shall extend to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and Kashmir. 
(3) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 19th day of September, 2018 . 
2. In this Act , unless the context otherwise requires -

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(c ) " talaq" means talaq-e-biddat or any other similar form of talaq having 
the effect of instantaneous and irrevocable divorce pronounced by a Muslim 
husband . 


CHAPTER II 


Talaq to be 
void and 
illegal. 


DECLARATION OF TALAQ TO BE VOID AND ILLEGAL 
3. Any pronouncement of talaq by a Muslim husband upon his wife, by words, 
either spoken or written or in electronic form or in any other manner whatsoever, shall be 
void and illegal. 

4. Any Muslim husband who prono talaq referred to in section 3 upon his wife 
shall be punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend to three years, and shall 
also be liable to fine.

CHAPTER III 
PROTECTION OF RIGHTS OF MARRIED MUSLIM WOMEN 
5. Without prejudice to the generality ofthe provisions contained in any other law for 
the time being in force, a married Muslim woman upon whom talaq is pronounced shall be 
entitled to receive from her husband such amount of subsistence allowance, for her and 
dependent children , as may be determined by the Magistrate. 

6. Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the timebeing in force, a 
married Muslim woman shall be entitled to custody of her minor children in the event of 
pronouncement of talaq by her husband , in such manner as may be determined by the 
Magistrate . 
7. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, 

(a ) an offence punishable under this Act shall be cognizable, if information 
relating to the commission of the offence is given to an officer in charge of a police 
station by themarried Muslim woman upon whom talaq is pronounced or any person 
related to her by blood ormarriage ; 

(b ) an offence punishable under this Act shall be compoundable, at the instance 
of the married Muslim woman upon whom talaq is pronounced with the permission of 
the Magistrate, on such terms and conditions as he may determine ; 

(c) no person accused of an offence punishable under this Act shall be released 
on bail unless the Magistrate, on an application filed by the accused and after hearing 
the married Muslim woman upon whom talaq is pronounced , is satisfied that there are 
reasonable grounds for granting bail to such person . 

8. (1) The Muslim Women (Protection of Rights on Marriage) Second 
Ordinance , 2019 is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken under theMuslim 
Women (Protection of Rights on Marriage) Second Ordinance, 2019 , shall be deemed to 
have been done or taken under the provisions of this Act.
